Washington, July 13. —Considera- 
tion by the senate of the peace tréa- 
tyfi with its league of nations cove- 
nant—actually to open tomorow with 
the ‘meeting of the foreign rela- 
tions committee—transcends in in- 
terest anything expected to come 
before congress this week. 

Both branches of congress, how- 
ever, have a busy legislative week 
ahead, with debate on prohibition 
enforcement legislation expected to 
continue in the house, and with 
final disposition of the agricultural 
and sundry civil appropriation bills, 
vetoed by the president, to be de- 
cided. A number of committees, 
both those engaged in drafting leg- 
islation and those conducting in- 
vestigations, will hold meetings. 

The senate foreign relations com- 
mittee will hold a special meeting 
tomorrow to decide on the course 
to be followed in considering the 
peace treaty. Although opponents 
of the league of nations covenant 
held a conference today, there was 
no indication that any plan of ac- 
tion had been definitely agreed on.

New York, July 13.—(Special.)— 
Vast New York city has been rath- 
er full-fed oa news lately; with 
the Dempsey-Willard near-fight, 
the arrival of the British airship 
R-34 and now President Wilson's 
return from the peace eonference 
tops the list of attractions for city 
dwellers to read and wonder. 

Tuesday, July 8th, 1919, is a most 
memorable day up here. The sun 
is shining brilliantly and a fresh 
ocean breeze cools the heated city. 
Of course, you. have had all the 
facts and names and things they 
did and said in these events, but 
now let me tell you how the presi- 
dent was gladly welcomed home. 
The flags just about covered the 
houses and waved and blazed 
everywhere. I was invited to go 
down the bay on the greatest bat- 
tleship in our navy, the Pennsyl- 
vania, which met the president's 
ship, the George Washington, down 
at Sandy Hook, but while that wel- 
come was interesting in itself, yet 
the actual landing of our first citi- 
zen on American soil after an ab- 
sence of four months and two days, 
was more interesting. Hence I am 
in Hoboken on the U. S. army docks 
where he landed. On the battleship 
were the cabinet, their wives and

government; the most distifi« 
guished party of AmeFi¢ahs that 
ever went out on any ship in this 
country’s history. I wonder what 
on earth they thought and taiked 
bout on that trip down past the 
towdring dulks of the Wall Street 
skyscrapers? Surely the Very air 
must have been full of politich! ifs 
and party ands. Maybe the course 
of the next presidential election is 
being shaped on this junket in New 
York harbor on thie beautiful sum 
mer's day. You know how prone 
politicians are to seize on this 
sort of gatherings to string their 
wires and patch up thelr fences, It 
was a sort of feast before the fight 
—one that will surely rage when 
the whole events of war and peace 
are laid before congress. 
Guard of Honor. 

Outside the docks the guard of 
honor was lined up; types of our 
matchless infantry that brought 
victory on the bloody fields of 
France. A vast crowd began to 
gather early this morning and by 
8 o'clock, when the president was 
to land, it packed every inch of 
space for blocks around the piers. 
Our party was entertained at lunch 
eon by the officers on duty. The 
aspect was that of a national holi- 
day and a spirit of the utmost mer- 
riment lent its genial glow to a 
very bone-dry meal. 

We were taken to the open end of 
the pier, where the band, the Red

A 
tall an, clad in a black cutaway 
coat And grey trousers, who bowed 
and raised his hat and smiled so 
happily—glad to be nome once 
more—home to his owh people and 
his loved ones. Then up ran strings 
of many-colored flags aboard his 
ship and all the officers and men 
stood at attention and cheers rent 
the air. Few, very few. human be- 
ings ever have such a moment from 
cradle to grave. You want to know 
what this man actually did? Well, 
he caught sight of his two. daugh- 
ters and waved a greeting and threw 
them kisses. Upstairs in the pier- 
head, two 2 daughters, Mrs. 
McAdoo and Mrs. Sayre, threw kisses 
to their dear father and tears stood 
in their gentle eyes. On the end 
of the bridge, near the president, 
stood Mrs. Wilson, and she waved 
and threw kisses and actually 
jumped up and down in sheer excess 
of loving delight in seeing the 
daughters and her relatives on the 
pier. Now wasn’t that a good, old- 
fashioned, homely way to return? 
Well, it warmed the hearts of the 
crowd and rédoubled the cheering. 

Ship Docks. 

The ship docked and we were 
taken upstairs to stand at the foot 
of the gangways and be the first to 
greet him when he stepped. ashore. 
Flags draped an arch and rows of 
soldiers lined the way. The great 
men of the cabinet, the highest of- 
ficers of the army and navy were 
there, with a. blaze of gold lace and 
shimmer of snowy white and khaki, 
Prominent in the group was silver. 
haired Patrick Tumulty, father of 
Secretary Tumulty, aged 75 and in 
his lapel was the bronze button of 

Grand Army of the Republic. 
he came to welcome the son 

a Confederate soldier. The peace 
that Henry Woodfin Grady labored 
for is now a reality, and such events 
prove it. 

Then the band blared out the 
“The-Spangled Banner“ and heads 
were bared and hands raised in sa- 
lute. The president held his shining 
silk hat in hand and looked down 
the gang plank. It was a very his- 
toric occasion. Then he came down, 
followed by Mrs. Wilson and the 
family. The cheering was like the 
roar of the tempest. Admiral Albert 
Gleaves, Admiral Glennon and their 
staffs greeted him. Then General 
Barry, his staff, the cabinet, the 
mayor of Hoboken and the higher 
officials. For each he had a smile 
and a hearty hand clasp,-as well as 
for the others of our group. 9 
looked well: bronzed and healthy 
and full of vigor. But around the 
eyes were tired-looking little lines 
and the brow’ was slightly. more 
wrinkled than when he, went’ away. 
He must be a man of powerful phys- 
ical and mental development to have 
gone through it all and so little 
showed the tracés of what he had 
endured for your cause, This man 
had fought battles that must have 
wrung his heart and taxed his brain 
to the utmost in your service, fat 
your lasti benefit, and for the 
safety, hap 4 
of our country but the whole world. 
All honor to him for sa; doing is 
surely the proper spirit. I am sure 
it marked the conduct of the vast 
crowds that greeted him today. 


President's Car. 


Then to the automobiles. The 
The president’s car was decorated 
with the national colors and bore his 
flag and that of the nation. The 
president and Mrs. Wilson sat in the 
rear and Admiral Gleaves and Gen- 
eral Barry in front. The ladiés will 
be pleased to know that Mrs. Wilson 
was most becomingly dressed in the 
latest Paris style; mauve color, with 
a net overdress and black lace trim- 
mings, with a moderate-brim hat to 
match. She is looking quite well and 
smiled and bowed most charmingly. 
I was the guest of the army and my 
car drove immediately behind that 
of the president all the way from 
the West Twenty-third street ferry 
to Carnegie hall, in Fifty-seventh 
street.

Dr. Preuss Writes on the 
Origin and Conduct of 
War. 


The Constitution—London Times—Philadeiphia 
Public Ledger ght, 1919.) 


London, July 13.—The exact terms 
of the law constituting the tribunal 
that the German government is to 
establish, and which has been called 
contemptueusly the “Ludendorff Tri- 
bunal,” have now been published. 

Little alteration has been made in 
the original lines of tte constitution 
and procedure. A committee of 15 


members of the national assembly is 
to sit in private and to inquire tnto 
the political and military leadership 
of the empire, to ascertain in what 
respect it led to the outbreak, 8 
prolonging or the loss of the war. 
Any accused person against whom a 
true bill is brought is to be brought 
before a court of justice, composed 
of the presidents of the high court 
of justice, the supreme military 
court and the Sigh cvurts of Prussia, 
Bavaria and Hamburg, assisted by 
10 members from the national as- 
sembly and the states’ constitutional 
committee, 

The objections raised when the 
Proposal was first made are now 
being repeated. The tribunal will 
not be accepted by tne allies as a 
substitute for the international 
court established in the peace treaty. 
The inquiry cannot be satisfactory 
unless the court has access offi- 
cial documents from ali the belliger- 
ents. It is a mere device of the 
majority socialists to throw obloquy 
on their enemies. 

The Tagliche Rundschau calls it 
the. “bloodless guillotine of Weimar.” 
It suggests that many members of 
the tribunal will be as guilty of 

prolonging and losing the war” as 
their political rivals whom they are 
to try. It declares that the punish- 
ment provided for in the new law, 
that of exclusion from all public of- 
fices or parliaments, is a device by 
which the socialists will dispose of 
their political enemies. 

In reply to a Birmingham profes- 
sor, Who somewhat naively asked Dr. 
Preuss, a leading member of the 
late German government, tor his 
views on the relation’ of Germany 
to the origin and conduct of the war, 
a long reply has been sent. “Tne 
common account of guilt for the 
War.“ writes Dr. Preuss, “that on one 
side there were only lovers of peace 
and on the other ravening wolves, is 
childish, For decades the political 
atmosphere was strained by capital- 
ism and nationalistic imperialism. 
The guilt of Germany Nes not in her 
having prepared for war, but tn her 
having made no political prepara- 
tion or bad preparation for it. Eng- 
land also was at fault politically; her 
encircling policy, even if it were in- 
tended to be defensive, was no pre- 
ventive of war; the only useful 
course would have been to come to 
a full.understanding with Germany. 
As for the conduct of the war, both 
sides committed breaches of inter- 
national law. If the terrific strug- 
gle in which she was involved drove 

er many to greater extremes, that

WAGES ARE ADVANCED 
FOR STRKING SEAMEN 


Washington, July 13.—Wage in- 
creases approximately ten per cent 
were granted today to employees of 
vessels operated from Atlantic and 
Gulf ports oy the shipping board. 
The advanced, announced after an 
all-day conference of shipping board 
officials is expected to end the 
strike of marine engineers, firemen 
and ollers, which began last Thurs- 


day. 
3 Deck officers and seamen are af- 
fected by the increase as well as 
water tenders, oilers, engineers, fire- 
men, stewards and cooks. While the 
new scale will apply only to em- 
ployees on shipping board operated 
vessels, it was said by officials, it 
undoubtedly would form the basis 
for new wage agreements to be con- 
cluded between private lines and 
their employees. As such agree- 
ments are made, it is expected that 
the striking marine workers will re- 
turn to their work, thereby ending 
the tie-up of Atlantic and Gulf ship- 
ping in effect for the past four days. 
Ordinary seamen are given an in- 
crease of $5 a month, making the 
new scale $60. Under the new rate 
able seame will receive $85 a 
month, an increase of $10. Although 
no official announcement was made 
as to increases for other employees, 
it was understood that water ten- 
ders, ollers and storekeepers under 
the order will have their pay in- 
creased from 380 to $90, firemen 
from to $85, wipers and coal 
passers from 365 to $75 and deck 
engineers and pump men from $85 
to $95. The chief stewards will re- 
ceive increases of $15 a month, and 
cooks and mess men of $10. 
.. Dhe wage scales are based on the 
eight-hour day in port, which gen- 
Aan deen in effect. The board 
announced, however, that at this 
time it. “could not favorably con- 
sidér ‘the three-watch system for 
deck créws because this would tend 
to increase the size of the crew at 
this time when there is a shortage 
of sailors.” The order also provides 
for. creation of a joint grievance 
committee in the principal ports to 
interpret the agreement and other 
regulations.

Fifty Thousand Dollars for 
the First Aviator Who 
Makes Trip.

London, July 13.—Premier Hughes, 
of Australia, and Senator Pearce, 
minister for defense, acting in con- 
sultation with the Royal Aero club, 
have decided upon conditions for the 
proposed flight from Great Britain 
to Australia, for a prize of. £10- 
000 ($50,000) offered by the comon- 
wealth government. 

Though between 12,000 and 14,000 
miles of land and sea have to be cov-

BERNSTORTE FAVORS 
PRU-AMERICAN POLICY 


Berlin, July 13.—Count von Bern- 


storff, former German ambassador 
at Washington, advocated a pro- 
American policy and points out that 
A revision of the treaty af peace 
can come only through the league 
of nations. 

“When Germany is received into 
the league,” he says, “she can hope 
for a world order checking im- 
perialism by individual powers and 
bringing about a system binding 
peoples together across the frontiers 
of states, I hardly need to point 
out that such a policy would lead 
us to the side of the United States.

PREPARING TO RESUME 
TRADE WITH GERMANY 


Coblenz, July 13.— The inter- 
allied Rhineland commission has 
issued a notice to civilians in the 
gecupied areas that trade would be 
re-established immediately be- 
tween the interior of Germany and 
the occupied areas, under certain 
restrictions. This action was taken 
after official notification from 
Paris that the blockade had been 
lifted, 

Under the orders of the commis- 
sion, the importation of arms into 
the Rhineland is forbidden. Ship- 
ments of coal and coke would con- 
tinue under present regulations. 
The commission announced that it 
would prohibit, except by special 
permit, the removal of 20,000 tons 
of dyestuffs and chemical ‘products 
in the Rhineland. 

According to the terms of the 
peace treaty, the allies have sixty 
days after three of the principal 
allied powers have 
treaty to decide on the disposition 
of the dyes. The conditions provide 
that 50 per cent of the 20,000 tons 
may be purchased by the allies if 
they desire it. Ninety per cent of 
all the dyes made in Germany were 
manufactured on the left bank of 
the Rhine before the war. 

The export of gold, silver and 
platinum in coin or bullion and of 
foreign securities also is forbidden. 
As the Rhineland is held in trust 
as a mortgage for the payment of 
the indemnity by Germany, nothing 
that might reduce the value of the 
mortgage can be exported unless 
and until the allied powers decide 
otherwise.

U. S. INTERVENTION 
OPPOSED IN BEXICO 


Paris, July 13.—Intervention by 
the United States in Mexico would 
tend rather to complicate the situa- 
tion than to ameliorate it, according 
to a statement made today by Fran- 
cisco Leon De Ea Barra, former pro- 
visional president of Mexico, in re- 
ferring to dispatches received in 
Paris to the effect that American 
intervention in the southern repub- 
lic was possible. 

“Though the dispatches brought 
to my attention do not give a clear 
idea of the present situation,” said 
Senor De La Barra, “I consider it 
my duty to make known that any 
intervention in my country, instead: 
of solving the situation, can only 
produce more serious complication 
which would further postpone the |: 
organic peace we wish for. Such 
intervention would not only offend 
national sentiment but would be an 
obstacle to the reconstruction of 
the country. 

“Most elements in Mexico anx- 
lously desire this organic peace 
which would facilitate the most ad- 
vanced progress in law and order 
and enable Mexico to maintain the 
best relations with foreign coun- 
tries through the recognition of in- 
ternational obligations and through 
the proveetios of lite and property. 

‘Tf this peace can be accomplished 
and I regard it as feasible, a new 
era will be opened in Mexico for 
foreigners, as well as for nationals.”

Fred Mitchell again has proved 
himself one of the smartest mana- 

ers that ever handled a ball club. 

is resignation as president of the 
Chicago National league club makes 
the Cubs’ chances for another pen- 
nane much brighter. Mitch discov- 
ered that his duties as president 
were interfering with his work as 
manager, and, seeing his team. lose 
game after game that should have 

een won, he decided to drop the 
honors of office and go after those 
of victory. 

Early in the season there were 
rumors that all was not well in the 
Cub team. Mitchell has been some- 
thing of a disciplinarian and not at 
all inclined to be lenient with any- 
one who.is not giving his best to 
the team. He allows his men more 
latitude, perhaps, than any manager 
in the majors, but if they presume 
to impose upon his good nature he 
can be as stern as anyone. Last 
winter the job of sigrfing up a lot 
of dissatisfied players at reduced 
salaries was wished on him. He 
carried ont the program and there 
was a lot of soreness. Some of the 
men weré inclined to think that 
Mitchell was to blame and that he 
could have secured better terms for 
them. They found him firm and 
uncompromising, and undoubtedly 
his job as president hurt his per- 
sonal popularity with his men. Also, 
beyond doubt, some of them imag- 
ined that Mitch was “swelled” over 
being president and that he no long- 
er was the good mixer and the good 
fellow they thought him to be. 

I talked with a number of his 
players and the feeling was the 
same. There was not a word of 
rebellion or dislike— the feeling 
seemed to be that if Mitch got back 
on the job the team would win. Evi- 
dently Mitchell has reached the same 
conclusion, and reached it just in 
time. His team has lost eleven 
games this season that it really 
ought to have won with just the 
little extra punch it hdd last sea- 
son, but which has been lacking.” 

Whether Pat Moran wins a pen- 
nant now or not he has proved that 
his success with Philadelphia was 
not a fluke. He put the Cincinnati 
Reds into first place in July, which 
is the first time in history of major 
leagues that a Cincinnati club ever 
has made a serious bid for a cham- 
pionship. 

Pat is one of the greatest judges 
of pitchers and one of the wisest 
coaches of batteries ever known. He 
knows the defensive end of the 
game as well as anyone. He has a 
team which is not nearly as formid- 
able as the team which Mathewson 
led last year. He has a very medi- 
ocre shortstop and a first baseman 
who has been going back for sev- 
eral years. His pitching staff is 
short-handed, and he has no great 
star pitcher. His team has played 
the most consistént ball of any team 
in the league. Its winning has not 
béen luck but hard work and play- 
ing together. 

It seems impossible for the Reds 
to hold the gait. Chicago, New 
York and Brooklyn are better ball 
clubs, and St. Louis is at least as 
good on present form. But Mordn 


has his pitchers working well and 
569 in rotation, and not one of the rival 


managers with better pitching staffs 
has been able to do this. Now that

“It is intelligible that Belgium, who 
groaned for four years under the 
German fist, should be exacting, al- 
though in her case, too, one could 
wish it otherwise.” te 

The only country to which Ger- 
man-Austria did any wrong was 
Serbia, who is emerging from the 
war as a state greater than she had 
ever dreamed of being. As for the 
other southern Slavs, did they not 
fight against the entente as much 
as the German-Atstrians? And 
then these. Czechs, whose country 
was far from any of the battle- 
fields, and who made enormous 
profits out of the war. why should 
they have special treatment and 


privileges from which German-Aus- 
trians are excluded? Italy, too, has 
no right to any reward, for it was 
she who declared war on Austria- 
Hungary. ‘ 

Plea for Clemency. 


The Hapsburg Austria-Hungary 
no doubt did wrong, but it has van- 
ished, and you cannot punish or ex- 
act reparation from something that 
does not exist. Germany no doubtg 
did wrong, in fact certainly did 
wrong, and, in an imperfect world, 
the allied and associated powers may 
wish to punish her instead of for- 
giving her. But it is at once mon- 
strous and pitiable that they should 
not take German-Austria to their 
hearts, succor her with food and 
with money, and preserve her terri- 
tory and her property, and, above 
all, allow her to unite with Ger- 

It is possibly a defect in the ap- 
peal to pity, that German-Austria, 
so innocent that she is to escape 
retribution for the crimes of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, should be so anxious 
to be allowed to join herself to 
guilty Germany.

This process promises to continue, 
and will be accentuated by indispo- 
sition of the banks to encourage 
undue speculation. 

Sharp declines occurred in some 
of the specialties, and profit-tak- 
ing was quite conspicuous at times. 
Such operations leave the market 
in a sounder conditon, and serve to 
divert attention to securities hith- 
erto neglected. Steel, oil, shipping 
and other industrial shares were 
particularly active. In steel there 
was considerable liquidation, in 
spite of large amounts of unfilled 
orders, the effect of which had been 
discofinted in advance. Railroad 
securities did not receive their full 
share of attention, probably because 
of poor earnings and the fact that 
many of the roads are dependent 
upon government guarantee for 
their dividerids. 

Quotations, however, have been 
sustained by belief that the gov- 
ernment will deal fairly with the 
roads, apd that a heavy crop move- 
ment and trade improvement next 
autumn will result in sufficient 
earnings to offset. increased ex- 
penses. uch interest naturally ex- 
ists as to what the policy of the 
new congress will be, now that the 
president has returned.

Rufus R. Wilson, secretary of the 
World Cotton conference, which is 
to be held in New Orleans October 
12 to 18, spoke to the Savannah Cot- 
ton exchange members yesterday, 
telling them of the proposed confer- 
ence. 

He declared that after inspection 
of the warehousing facilities of Sa- 
vannah, the facilities here are su- 
perior to anything he has seen any- 
where else. He spoke of the plans 
for a chain of fifteen gigantic ware- 
houses, each capable of caring for 
100,000 bales of cotton, one of which 
if plans go through, is to be locat- 
ed in Savannah.

StateExperiment 
StationHasMade 
Rapid Progress 


Board Greatly Pleased at 

Report of Various Ac- 
tivities Conducted Dur- 
ing Past Quarter. 


The board of directors of the Geor- 
gia experiment station, at their reg- 
ular quarterly meeting, just held in 
the office of the commissioner of 
agriculture, reported that it is 
greatly pleased with the report ren- 
dered by Director H. P. Stuckey, 
which was, in part, as follows: 

Seasons have been favorable dur- 
ing the quarter, and we have made 
satisfactory progrss along all lines 


of investigations under way. 


“F. H. Smith, assistant chemist, 


retcrned from the army and re- 
sumed his work July 1. His coming 
was very timely, since he arrived in 
time to make the necessary chemi- 
cal test for the-first period of the 
experiment being conducted by the 
animal husbandman, to determine 
the effects of peanut meal, when 
fed to dairy cows, on the quantity 
of butter fat, and methods for over- 
coming any objectionable qualities 
that may be found. Twelve dairy 
cows, four Holsteins and eight Jer- 
seys, are being used in this experi- 
ment. 

Tme soft pork investigation, in 
co-operation with the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, is under way. 
Thirty hogs, composing the dry lot 
feed pens, are on test. These hogs 
will be slaughtered about the mid- 
dle of September, and the carcasses 
followed in the packing house, 
through the several stages of cur- 
ing. Chemical analysis. will be 
made and other necessary data re- 


corded. 
Soll Tests. 

In an investigation to determine 
the apparent inconsistency of chem- 
ical analysis with field tests in ref- 
erence to potash requirements of 
cotton, soil aalysis from several 
field plots show that the sand soils 
of the experiment station contain 
more acid soluble potash than the 
clay soils. These results will be 
used in a further study to determine 
the accuracy of our present methods 
of analysis, and if there is a differ- 
ence in the solubilities of the potash 
carrying minerals of the two soils. 

“In a study of ground phosphate 
rock as a fertilizer, the ground 
rock was composted with fertile soil 
to suply nitrifying organisms, and 
with cotton seed meal, The purpose 
is to make the phosphate available 
and to hold down any resulting loss 
of nitrogen. It was found that the 
phosphate became more and more 
available up to ten weeks. when 
there was about 6 per cent of ayvail- 
able phosphoric acid. After this 
time reversion set in, and at the 
end of five months, it was about all 
reverted. After composting for ten 
weeks, the material was applied to 
field plants alongside the same ma- 
terials uncomposted, and also by 
other plants getting acid phosphate 
and others having no fertilizers. 

“Thus far, cotton on plats re- 
ceiving the composted material is 
much better than that on the un- 
composted; but not so good as that 
receiving the acid phosphate. How- 
ever, it is too early to draw conclu- 
sions. Closely associated with this 
work is a study of the relative fer- 
tilizer values of ground phosphate 
from different sources, The results 
will be obtainable when the cotton 
is harvested in the fall. 

Grain Results. 

‘Top-dressing wheat and oats with 
nitrate of soda and sul~hate of am- 
monia gave better yields where the 
fertilizer wasapplied February 24, 
than where the application was de- 
laved until March 12. The yield of 
wheat was apnroximately 20 bushels 
per acre. 

“We are continuing the variety 
tests of the principal field crops in 
an effort to find suitable crops to 

artially supplant cotten as the 
boll weevil marches northward. In 
this connection, we might mention, 
however, that we have not yet found 
any holl weevils in the station 
DW ork is being continued in 
breeding er resistant to the 
fusarium wilt. 
grown to resistant selections, and it 
is hoped that the station will have 
some resistant seed for distribution 
next .

„Work is being continued on the 
study of root rot disease of tobacco, 
and the station is co-operating with 
some of the south Georgia growers 
in breeding resistant strains of to- 
bacco suitable for the regions grow~ 
ing shade-cured tobacco. . 

“Fruit rot of peppers, mosaic o 
plants, nematode infections and a 
rosete disease of peaches are being 
studied. Excellent progress has 
been made in each of these projects.

Rapid Increase in U. S. 
Steel, Oil, Country 
Goods and Wire — Sum- 


mary of Week's Prog- 
ress. 


New York, July 13.—The out” 


standing feature of the metal trade 
for the week was the increase in the 
unfilled orders by the United States 
Steel corporation. Orders are ac- 
cumulating, the most notable order 
being in oil country goods, wire 
products and str---*»~-1l steel. Pries 
are generally firm. Bolts, nuts and 
rivets have advanced slightly. 

Increased building operations has 
brought a corresponding increased 
activity in structural steel. Rail- 
road buying is still far behind nor- 
mal conditions, although it is re- 
ported the railroad administration is 
preparing to place further orders for 
rails. 

There was an increase of nearly 
300,000 tons in the production of 
steel ingots during June. Total pro- 
duction was 2,219,219 gross tons, 
compared with 1,929,024 gross tons 
in May. 

Export steel is moving at a brisk 
pace. Japan’s demands for rails and 
ship plates are of particular note. 
Export call for pig iron is picking 
up and the lowering of ocean freight 
rates is held to be directly account- 
able for the imrovement. 

Domestic pig iron is fairly quiet 
but firm. 

Copper is showing increased 
strength and prices have advanced 
steadily. Current levels show at 20 
cents quotation on July and August 
shipment with a tendency already 
noted to quote fractionally higher 
for these months. September is firm- 
ly established at 20% cents a pound. 

Lead is without important feature. 
In spelter there is a strong tone on 
account of increased demand from 
England and Japan.

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Plea for Revision to Give 
Southern Ports Fair 
Chance at Shipping to 
Be Heard July 15. 


Washington, July 13.—(Special.) 
What is considered by many to be 
the most important rate hearing in 
the history of the New South, N 
not in the entire country, is sched- 
uled to take place in this city 
July 15. 

On that date a concerted. effort 
will be made by influential southern 
and middle western commercial 
forces to persuade the railorad ad- 
ministration to so revise freight 
rates from the middle west that the 
south Atlantic and gulf ports can 
secure their share of business in 
competition with favored New York. 

If the railroad administration 
grants that request—and it is said 
that the administration is by no 
means prejudiced against ft—the 
south Atlantic and gulf ports will 
experience, it is predicted, an un- 
precedented boom. Shipping will 
crowd their wharves, and the hin- 
terland immediately behind them, 
hike the hinterland about Kew York 


and other big shipping centers, will 
share in that prosperity. l 

This hearing has been arranged 
by the South Atlantic Maritime cor- 
poration—the quasi-public organi- 
zation formed by the five ports of 
Wilmington, Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick and Jacksonville, and 
backed by the states of North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida. 

The hearing will be attended by 
representatives of practically all 
the influential southern and western 
chambers of commerce. The spe- 
cific request filed with the railorad 
administration is that freight rates 
Should be so adjutseed that points 
west of Pittsburg, like Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, can ship for export as 
cheaply through the gulf and south 
Atlantic ports as they can through 
New York. The plea will be heard 
on behalf of the administration by 
Edward Chambers, director of the 
division traffic, and Max Thelan, 
director of the ‘division of public 
service. 

The hearing is scheduled for 10 
o’clock on the morning of July 15, 
but there will be an important con- 
ference of the delegates at th Hotel 
Willard on the previous afternoon. 

The distances from the middle 
western points to gulf and south 
Atlantic ports are about the same 
as the distances to New York. The 
south Atlantic and gulf ports have 
a great advantage over New York in 
economy of port operation, a thou- 
sand miles through Charleston or 
Savannah or Jacksonville, for ex- 
ample, being farless expensive than 
a thousand miles through New York. 
But the largest question of all is 
one of public policy: Shall the 
er import ana cxport traffic 
of eastern United States continue 
to pour through one huge port or 
be e with an eye solely 
to the genetal welfare and sound 
national economy, through a num- 
ber of ports?
